We have also analyzed 51 XAM which CIA denied in toto in our previous review, 
which State HO is appealing in turn to obtain footnote number one. In coordination 
with East Asia Division in the Directorate of Operations we are amending our earlier 
decision to release the footnote but we must retain classification on the last two 
sentences. Thus, the denied portion would run from "All aid must...(to)... the 
source text." Officials in East Asia Division suggest that the State Department ' S 
China and Tibet desks review the releasable portion of the footnote for current 
political ramifications prior to release and publication. (C)
